1902 
there were 233 homicides and 


murders committed in that state last 
year. That is to say, 223 men and wo- 
men were actually arraigned for the 
crime of taking human life. The num- 
ber of offenders who were not tried 
is not given. Of the 223 arraigned 102 
were acquitted. 
Of those convicted 


only three were hanged. The popula- 
tion of South Carolina is about 1 400 - 
000. If the killings in other States had 
been in the same ratio to population 
as in South Carolina, more than 13,000 
persons would have been slaughtered 
—a number equal to eleven regiments

A STRIKING EXAMPLE OF SUCCESS

e has only lived in America for four- 


teen years, but he proudly announce 
that he is genuinely American and 
'that there is nothing in his nativ 
home of Switzerland or Europe to at- 
tract him there. 


Mr. Chodat was 
born at 'Moutier 


Switzerland close to the French line 
and while he speaks the French lan- 
guage he is not of French extractioi 
as is generally supposed by the peo- 
ple who know him. He grew to man- 
hood and wealth in Switzerland an: 
In the height of his prosperity had lit- 
tle idea that he would ever seek Amer- 
ica in which to recuperate wastec 
fortunes. As a young man he learnec 
the banking 
business, 
practically 


growing up in that business and by 
close attention 
finally 
becoming 


partner in a prosperous business. Me 
was elected mayor of his native, town 
and served in the 
assembly, which 


bears the same relation to the nation- 
al government of Switzerland as does 
the state legislature in this country. 
Mr. Chodat became wealthy and was 
a man of influence and just when his 
position seemed most secure disaster 
overtook him. 11! advised extension of 
credit by the partners associated with 
him in the banking business resulted in 
the wrecking of the institution beyond 
the hope of recovery- T,he loss of a 
fortune of $150,000 carried with it the 
loss of his political rights. Mr. Chodat 
saw no hope of recuperating in his 
native country. He decided to come to 
America and fourteen years later he 
has no cause to regret this action. 


The remarkable part of the story 


began with his 
arrival 
in Decatur. 


Although educated in 
the 
French, 


Speaking Swiss and German he was a 
total stranger to the Knglish tongue. 
He was forty-three years of age when 
he reached the home of a brother-in- 
law in Fortuna, Mo. That was in 1889. 
For six months he devoted his time 
night and day to a. study of the Eng- 
lish language and then concluded that 
he had It sufficiently mastered to be- 
gin his efforts to again establish him- 
self 
in 
business, 
and 
rebuild 


his wrecked fortunes. 
He came to 


this city that same year and it was 
not until he got here and made his 
start that he discovered his mistake 
about having 
mastered the English 


language. The one thing more than 
any other that brought him to this 
city was the fact that his old school 
mate and chum. Louis Fleiny lived 
here. Many Decatur people, remember 
Fleury. He had a clothing and mer- 
chant tailoring store 
in the Cheap 


Charley building and styled himself 
the French Cutter. 


Mr. C'hodat did not have any well 


defined idea of what business he would 
engage in when he got hero tbut he had 
to do something and took up the work 
of canvassing for 
several 
articles. 


Among other things ho carried from 
door to door small paper novels and 
established a sort of circulating .li- 
brary, it was a tedious way of getting 
a start in the world but he never lobt 
heart. Within a short time he brought 
his family to this country anJ within 
a few months after he came to Deca- 
tur he lented a little old room in 
the north en'J of the old central block 
and established a 
news 
depot. He

cess he has attained has been due to 
solely to perseverance and rigid econ- 
omy, aided by a good wife rind loyai 
children. The beginning was small anil 
the case at times looked hopeless but 
he stucR courageously to hia task and 
feels no little pride today in knowing 
that the roughest places have been 
passed. "It • would not have been 
hard," he says, "had I known some- 
thing of the business in which I en- 
gaged but I had absolutely to feel my 
way along.

Then some one asked 
why I did not take hold of the Inter 
Ocean and I got that, and so it went, 
first one asking for this paper and then 
that until I finally became acquainted

Armless Man Who Cut Loose.

only wonder in Butte. Charles Payne, 
an armless man, who residps in that 
town, caused a commotion in the Cal- 
ifornia club a few evenings ago with 
a revolver, which he held between the 
toes of his right foot. After persuading 
half a dozen faro players to jump out 
of windows and hide behind things the 
dealer was compelled by the aimleas 
man to return $5, which he had lost ut 
the game. Then, keeping 
the dealer 


covered with his revolver, the armless 
hold-up man hopped on his left foot 
from the place. 


A few hours later Payne was ar- 


rested for shooting at a man in a 
boarding: house. 
He is reported to 


have made a strong resistance, cut-

razor which he held between his toes, 


Ordinarily a man without hands or 


arms is supposed 
to deserve public 


sympathy, but Butte seemu to have an 
armless wonder who might take care 
of himself right here In Chicago after 
midnight. Much as lawlessness Is to be 
deplored, let us hope the Butte 
faro 


artists may have 
learned 
a 
lesson 


which will keep them from winning 
the hard-eained savings of armless 
wonders in the future. It is never safe 
to impose upon an armless wonder 
without first examining his toes for 


The people in the audience witness- 


ing an entertainment at the theater do 
not realize and seldom ever know of the 
painful circumstances under which the 
performers are sometimes compelled to 
go through their parts for the sake of 
the amusement of those who have paid 
the price of admission. 
These real 


tragedies of the footlights are often 
never heard of by the general public 
and at least are not known until after 
they happen. Accidents 
of all kinds 


must be concealed until after 
the 


performance at least. 


Recently a member of a theatrical 


company playing in Decatur became 
very ill during the performance. Her 
part was one which could not be filled 
by any one and she was compelled to 
go through her part or it would be nec- 
essary to ring down the curtain. With 
the determination of a person of un- 
limited nerve she continued to play 
while she was suffering the pain of one 
.n a really serious condition. 


The incident serves to recall some of 


the tragic happenings of the 
stage 


which were not intended for the eyes or 
ears of the audience. 


Last season when a comic opera 


,-ompany was giving a performance at 
the Grand 
Opera house the musical 


eacler suffered a sudden attack of heart 
trouble. 
He fell forward on the keys 


of his piano and while the music and 
singing continued the director was un- 
conscious. Some few In the audience 
loticed him and one man said he must 
be drunk, but no one knew that he 
vas quietly carried below the stage 
and taken to the hotel and for some 
time fear of his death was entei tained. 


When Emma Abbott appeared in De- 


catur years ago it was under distress- 
ing circumstances. After the perform- 
ance started she leceived a telegram 
stating that her brother, to whom she 
was very devoteJ, had died suddenly. 
She was so overcome that her husband 
and the stage manager faitly carried 
the singer to the wings and pushed her 
on the stage when it was> necessary for 
her to make an entrance. 
The glare 


of the footlights appealed to her pro- 
fessional instinct and she sang her 
part without the audience knowing that 
anything was wrong. 


The stage career of Charles Coughlin 


was ended abruptly 
Not long after 


he appeared in Decatur some years 
ago he was stricken with a sudden at- 
tack of illness while playing at Gal- 
veston, Texas. He did not die until 
two weeks later but at the time it was 
supposed he would die in a few mo- 
ments and he was stretched out in his 
dressing- room while 
hiw understudy 


went on with the play. Coughlin pio- 
vlded in his 
will that his body be 


ciemated. The members of the com- 
pany placed the body in a vault at 
Galveston intending to remove it for 
cremation later 
but the 
body was 


washed away at the time of the big 
flood and was never recovered. 


Records of stage history show the 


first instance of "death upon the stage 
to have occurred In 1735, when an ac- 
tor by the name of William Bond, 
while playing the part of Luslgnam in 
Voltaire's "Zaire," expired in full view 
of the audience. His acting of the old 
Christian, was, according to the chron- 
icles of the time, full of moving path- 
os. In the second act, on discovering 
his long-lost children, he fainted away. 
The audience, thinking it to be a re- 
markable piece of acting, applauded to 
the echo, and the house rang with 
cheers. 


"Bravo! bravo!" resounded from pit 


to stalls. 


But there was no movement from the 


actor, and the others on the stage be- 
came uneasy. Rushing to him, one of 
their number bent over him, while the 
audience looked on In 
rapt silence. 


Slowly the actor was raised from the 
floor, and in a feeble poice he exclaim- 
ed the next lines of his part. 


"My son! My daughter! Lost in em- 


bracing you, I would now die lest this 
should prove a dream." Then there 
was a gasp, and the actor, as if in 
prophetic utterance gasped his last. 


One of the best known legends of 


the theatre has to do with the final 
summons to John Palmer—"Plausible 
Jack," as he was familiarly called. 
He, it may be recalled was the orig- 
inal Joseph Surface, it being related 
that the part was written for him, 
and in a measure in line with his pe- 
culiarities. 


He was filling a provincial engage- 


ment in Liverpool in the summer of 
179S, and "The Stranger" was In re- 
hearsal, with Palmer as the melancholy 
and misanthropic hero. On the morning 
of the day fixed for its presentation 
Palmer received word that his second 
son—a youth of much promise—had 
died. The actor was greatly attached 
to the lad, and owing to his distress 
the performance was postponed for a 
time. 


On its subsequent performance his 


success was so great that a second 
representation was called for and took 
place of August L', 17»S. As Palmer re- 
peated the words "Theie is another 
and better world," he turned, tottered 
and 
fell to the lloor of the stage, 


never to rise again alive. 


The summons came to Peg Wolfflng- 


ton while she was playing "Rosalind." 
She was 
btricken 
with 
paralysis, 


though she lingered for some time be- 
fore she made her final exit from the 
world's stage. 


A few years later the satirical Sam- 


uel Koote was stricken with paralysis 
while on the stage. Harley, the com- 
edian, while playing 
Bottom In "A 


Midsiimmer Night's Dream," was sim- 
ihaily strkken, and died in a few 
houis, his last words being: "I have 
an exposition of sleep come upon me." 


Perhaps the most pathetic of all 


these real tragedies of the footlights 
wab the death of Edmund Kean at the 
Covent Garden Theatre on March 25, 


1833, when he and his son Charlee 
were playing together on the London 
stage for the first and last time. Th* 
play was "Othello," Mr. Kean taking 
the title role, and Charleu being i;a»t 
for the part of lago. The great trage- 
dian was worn out with illness, but 
he struggled through his part until 
'he came to the 
touching 
farewell 


speech. 


As he uttered the curiously prophetic 


words, "Othello's occupation's 
gone," 


his strength failed him. He sank upon 
his son's shoulder and whispered: "I 
:im dying—speak to them for me," 
and the curtain fell on one of the 
greatest geniuses the stage has ever 
known, for In three 
weeks Edmund 


Kean was dead. 


The gifted and ill-fated "Mme. Mali- 


bran was seized with her final Hlnens 
•luring- the musical festival in Man- 
chester in me. On the Htege of the 
Theatre Hoyal she 
was singing In 


"Andronlca." Stepping forward a few 
feet she improvised a series of graces 
with such power, resonance, and bril- 
liancy as caused the whola audience 
to involuntarily rise and cheer vehem- 
ently. Never 
was 
there a greater 


triumph. When the enthusiasm wan at 
its height Malibran straggcred off th« 
stage and fell senseless in the wings. 
Hhe lingered a' few weeks and died at 
the early age of twenty-nine. 


Mrs. Glover died in 1850, on the 


night of her benefit, and Maria Llnley 
died at Bath while singing "I Know 
That My Redeemer Liveth." 


In June 1817, Canning died at 


amid the applause of the audience, 
while giving a. magnificent interpreta- 
tion of Dument in* "Jane Shore," the 
spectators being unconscious of the 
tragic event they were witnessing. On 
P-oxing Night, 1893, Miss Kitty Tyrrell 
who was playing King Cat in the pan- 
tomine at the 
Elephant and Castle 


Theatre, in London, died on the stage 
under her husband's eyes. 


In the United States the most re- 


cent death of the few deaths which 
have occurred on the stage was that of 
Kthel Marlowe, who dropped dead on 
the stage of the Knickerbocker Theatre 
on Nov. 16, 1898, while playing in "The 
Christian," in Viola Allen's company. 
She belonged to an old theatrical fam- 
ily, and was only twenty-eight years 
old at the time of her death. 


On February 16, 189V, Castlernary ex- 


pired in the arms of M. Jean de Res- 
zke at the Metropilitan Opera House 
at the end of the first act of "Martha." 


There have been numerous deaths on 


the stage brought about by accident or 
by design. Ciozier. for example, was ~ 
accidentally stabbed by a brother ac- 
tor in "Sins of the Night" at the Lon- 
don Novelty on Aug. 10, 1896; Mme. 
Lineky was fatally shot in a melo- 
drama by a soldier-super, and in 189J, 
at a school representation of "Romeo 
and Juliet" in Manchester, the young- 
ster playing Tybalt killed Romeo in 
the quarrel scene.

PROBLEMS OF WINTER WHEAT. 


What Kind of Weather Helps the Crop 


and Wnat Endangers It. 


In the city a heavy fall of snow 


is generally regarded as a nuisance. 
In the agricultural districts a very dif- 
ferent view is taken: and, as a mat- 
ter of fact, a general and widespread 
snowstorm such as this week's, is of 
incalculable value to the country as a 
whole. It has been 
justly said that 


"snow is the poor man's fertilizer." 


Winter wheat is ft hardy plant and 


well adapted by nature to withstand 
the vkissiUides of the winter weather. 
This is especially true, in view of the 
modern methods of f aim ing. The grain 
is nowadays planted by the use of ma- 
chineiy. On good dry soil it reaches a 
depth of about four inches, and oc- 
casionally more, mislead of being sown 
broad cast on the surface as formerly. 
As a consequence the roots are able 
to go dpwn deep into the soil, where 
there is-usually plenty of moisure, so 
that they become strong and vigorous, 
and not easil57 hint. 


There is, in fact very little danger 


of serious injury to w inter whoat by 
frosts, provided the temperature re- 
mains uniformly cold. The time when 
real apprehension is felt by winter- 
wheat farmers iswhen weather is vari- 
able, one day told and the next mild, 
or alternately thawing ami freezing1. 
Such weather aerves to crack the sur- 
face of the soil, causing small upheav- 
als, which are calculated to expose the 
roots of the winter wheat when they 
are near,the surface. 


11 is, therefore, pretty generally rec- 


ognized that the critical month for the 
winter wheat crop is March, for the ob- 
vious reason that the weather is then 
likely to be unsettled and vaiiable. No 
one need wonder, therefore, that far- 
mots are happy when the ground is 
covered by snow during the Ias=t half of 
T"ebruary and early in March. A good 
blanket of snow in Mai eh is also wel- 
comed because it prevents damage by 
high winds, which 
otnerwise might 


blow the dirt away from the roots, In 
case tliey had ben exposed thiough al- 
ternate thawing and freezing. 


Snow fs not only useful for growing 


crops but It is also highly desirable for 
coming crops, because it leaves the 
soil in favorable condition. For one 
thing-. It keeps the frost from going 
excessively deep. 
and, 
furthermore, 


leaves the ground soft and moist, so 
that it is possible to get the seed in 
early In the spring. Generally, too, it 
assures prompt germination. 


The importance of the abundance of 


snow was proved In 1900, the year 
when the spring wheat production was 
decidedly short. 
The enormous loss, 


that year, was largely 
ascribed to a 


long drought In the spring. But ex- 
perienced members of the grain trade 
are well aware that the' crop made a 
very poor start, the ground being hard 


and dry, clearly because there had 
been extremely light snowfalls during 
the winter of 189U-1900.

GIVING INCIDENTS ANP DATES 


Claim* of 
Leroy, 
Jacksonville And 


Other Town* Are Disputed. 


Every few months an item la tele- 


graphed to the city papers from some 
village that George Washington's Ma- 
sonic apron la owned In that town. R. 
T. Spencer, wilting 
In the Chicago 


Record-Herald recently gave the fol- 
lowing history of the real Washington 
apron. 


"On Jan. 31, 1780, the grand lodge of 


Pennsylvania passed a resolution to 
the effect that a general grand mas- 
ter of Masons of the 
United States 


ought to be elected and unanimously 
nominated George Washington for that 
office. Circular letters were Sent to all 
the other grand lodges of the country, 
but nothing further was done about 
the matter. During the war a mercan- 
tile house was established at the sug- 
gestion of Benjamin Franklin at Nan- 
tes, France, to receive the consign- 
ments of the American vessels, that 
weie foiunate enough 
to escape the 


British ciulsers and dispose of their 
cargoes, at the same time shipping to 
this country French goods and mu- 
nitions of war. 


Washington's Reply. 


"The film was known as Watson & 


Coussol. The proprietors, 
who were 


Masons, sent 
Washington a Masonic 


apron, Jewel, collar and scarf, which 
they had had embroidered by the nuns 
of a Roman Catholic convent, accom- 
panied by a letter, to which the recip- 
ient wrote the following reply 


STATE OK NEW 
YORK, Aug. 10, 


1782. 
GENTLEMEN:—The 
Masonic 


ornaments which 
accompanied your 


btotheily address of the 23rd of Jan- 
uary last, tho' elegant in themselves, 
\vete lendeied moie valuable by the 
flattering sentiments and affectionate 
manner In which they were presented. 
If my endeavois to arrest the evil 
with which the country was thieatened 
by a deliberate plan of tyranny should 
be crowned with the success that is 
wished—the praise is due to the Great 
Architect of the Universe, who did not 
see fit to suffer his superstructure of 
justice to be subjected to the ambi- 
tions of the princes of this world, or to 
the rod of oppression in the hands of 
any persons upon earth. For your af- 
fectionate vows permit me to be grate- 
ful—and offer mine for true biethien, 
in all parts of the world, and to assuie 
you of which.

usually deemed impossible under mod- 
ern English law. But as out of every 
great wrong some good is almost sure 
to eventuate it is thought that the May- 
brick case will result in a change in the 
laws of England to permit a convicted 
prisoner, especially one convicted of a 
capital offense, to appeal to some high- 
er court than that in which he was con- 
victed. This is the practice in every 
state of the Union, but with all of the 
Englishman's undoubted love of fair 
play efforts in this direction have 
hitherto met with signal failure 


The United States government has 
several times officially exercised its 
good offices toward obtaining the re- 
lease of Mrs. Maybrick, and it is safe 
to say that if the alleged ciime foi 
which she has so grievously suffei ed 
had been committed in this country it 
would not have attracted more atten- 
tion here than has been accoided it ' 
In the first place, Mrs. Maybrick is an ' 
American girl. Her father, William G i 
Chandler, was a respected citizen of 
Mobile, Ala., and one of its prominent ' 
bankers. Through both of her parents 
she is related to men whose names are 
prominent in the history of the United 
States. Her father died in 1S6S when 
Florence was but a year old, and her 
mother concluded to lemove to New 
York, 
TV here she took up her abode 


with relatives. A few years later Flor- 
ence accompanied her mother to Europe i 
and in 1869 was taken to Germany, ' 
•where she was sent to school. She was 
exceedingly bright and won many of 
the honors from her classmates, a!- I 


dence in Grassendale, near Liverpool 
In which city Mr. Maybrick carried on a 
prosperous business. The young wife 
soon learned that her elderiyj husband 
had not reformed, and .his mode of life 
was of such a scandalous nature even 
after the birth of twp children, a boy 
and a girl, that she felt impeHed to 
protest. The husband promised to do 
better and continued to dissipate as 


the evil geniuses of Mrs. Maybrick in 
the person of the brothers of Mr. May- 
brick. They had conceived a violent 
hatred for the beautiful young Ameri- 
can, and upon their suggestion, or at 
least as a result of their hints, Mrs. 
Maybrick, who had been in a semlcon- 
aclouB condition for thiee days succeed- 
ing the death of her husband, was ar- 
rested. The public regarded the pro- 


ceeding as an outrage, and this view 
was accentuated by the flimsy evidence 
against Mrs. Maybrick which was ad- 
duced at the trial. But as the trial was 
almost a farce press and public alike 
laughed at what was regarded as the 
slap in the face which the jury's verdict 
was certain to give the Maybrick broth- 
ers.

much as ever. What made Mia May- 
brick's life all the moie difficult was the 
fact that her husband ivas also ad- 
dicted to the drug habit, using for what 
piupose no one has ever been able to 
ascertain seveial poweriul solutions of 
arsenic. 


On April 27, 1889, Maybiick, >\ho had 


been confined to the house periodically 
for several weeks, accepted' the invita- 
tion of a friend to attend the races. He 
went on horseback and was soaked to 
the skin by a heavy rainstorm. Never- 
theless he remained out until a late 
hour that night and contracted a vio- 
lent cold. The following day he was 
confined to his bed and in less than two 
weeks died. The physician's certificate 
gave the cause of death as "inflamma- 
tion of the stomach, due to grave in- 
discretion in eating." 


Up to this point there had been no 


breath of suspicion, but here entered 


l-MrsMaybrick atthetwne of 
"her marriage. 


to convict, which the jury promptly did, 
and Mrs. Maybrick was sentenced to be 
hanged a few weeks later. 


But the public had now become thor- 


oughly arouaed, and such a protest was 
sent up that the home secretary com- 
muted the convict's sentence to impris- 
onment for life on the ground that there 
was a reasonable doubt of her having 
administered arsenic to her husband 
This only increased the clamor, for the 
English law distinctly provides that the 
prisoner must be given the benefit of i 
the doubt. Thus if there was a doubt ' 
Mis. Maybrick should have been .set at 
liberty. 
If there was no doubt she 


should have been executed. An appeal 
would have very soon disposed of the 
case, but as the English law provides 
for no review of a criminal procedure 
save at the hands of the home secretary 
Mrs. Maybrick languished in Woking 
and later in Aylesbury prison. 


To appreciate the injustice of the ver- 


dict it is necessary to briefly review the 
evidence. The judge in his charge laid 


great stress upon two facts—the Hndin 
In the Maybrick house of a conslderabl 
quantity of arsenic and the discovery o 
Home fly papers which Mrs. Maybrlc 
declared she was In the habit of soak 
ing to make a face wash. He ignoie 
the fact that It was prpved that May 
brick was a habitual arsenic eater 
and the home secretary later Ignore 
the testimony of the man who had sou 
the arsenic to Maybrick himself as wel 
as the statement of thp woman who haa 
told Mrs. Maybrick how to cOmpounc 
the face wash from the fly papet-s. lie 
sides, it was proved that all of the fly 
papers which Mrs. Maybrick admitted 
having bought did not contain enough 
arsenic to kill a man when those which 
were left untouched were deducted. In 
addition to all this, but one-quarter of 
a grain of arsenic was found in the vis- 
ceia of the dead man, while physicians 
on both sides testified that that quan- 
tity would have been left from a single 
dose of the preparation which it was 
conceded that Maybrick had never 
ceased to take. Thus there really was 
not a ppg upon which to hang the case 
of the prosecution, and no one was 
more shocked and more pained at the 
astonishing verdict than the prosecut- 
ing officer. 


At about this time it began to be 


whispered that Mr. Justice Stephen had 
latterly given evidence of not being us 
sound mentally as a man in his position 
should be. Of course no one dared to 
publish this statement in England, but 
it was printed in this country by a 
groat many newspapers. 
The official 


London press 
naturally sneered ut 


' Yankee sensationalism" and continued 
to do so until about two years after the 
conviction of Mrs.- Maybrick, when Mr. 
Justice Stephen was forced to retiie 
from the bench. He was incarcerated 
in a private asylum as he had been de- 
clared to be hopelessly insane. Theie 
a little later he died, while the victim 
of his mental malady and the inflexion- 
ty of the occupants of the chair of

The announcement of the death of 


Rev. Dr. W. H. Milburn calls to my 
mind many incidents and scenes which 
may be of some interest to others. Dr. 
Milburn was a most remarkable man 
in many ways, .b'or about 


Sixty Years He Was Blind 


as a stone. He once said to me "I have 
preached for over 50 years and have 
never seen one person to whom I have 
spoken." An accident when he was 
seven years old destroyed the sight of 
one eye and seriously injured that 
of the other. He 


Had a Passion For Learning 


and pursued his studies in school and 
college under great difficulties, but was 
an apt scholar and made rapid and 
substantial progress. When his school 
work was finished his eyesight was en- 
tirely gone. For more than a half cen- 
tury he was shut in from the light of 
heaven. His great soul turned in upon 
Itself and drank in the deeper glories 
and beauties of 
a royal 
manhood 


Equipped with a wonderfully deep, mu- 
sical and resonant 
voice 
the blind 


preacher 


Could Thrill an Audience 


as few men could. When Dr. Milburn 
was about 40 years old his health was 
very poor and it was feared he could I 


>t long survive. His spirit was un- 


JHunted. He wanted to live. He took 
up a system of living which brought 
him again into robust health. He liv- 
ed in the fresh air. No night was ever 
too cold to prevent an open window 
in his bedroom. He learned the art of 
massage and practiced it on himself 
for many years. He scarcely ever wore 
his hat even when out of doors. He 
could be seen walking along the street 
wrth his broad brimmed slouch hat in 
his hand. Often he said he heard pass- 
ers by say "See that old fool with his 
hat off." 


One of the peculiar characteristics of 


Dr. Milburn was 
His Cheerfulness and Enjoyment of Life 
Always abounding in bright and clean 
stores he never was so happy as when 
he was entertaining 
a 
company of 


friends. As a story teller he had few 
equals. On one occasion the writer en- 
tertained Dr. Milburn in his home. At 
the table he held full sway. He was so 
charming that all the service of the 
table was by signs as each one of the 
company wanted to hear every word 
that he said. During this same visit 
Dr. Milburn needed to take an early 
Norning train to make his next lecture 


/gagarnent. As 


He Traveled Alone 


I went with him to the station. At his 
destination he was mot by some friend 
previously arranged for by him. While 
it was y<t dark in an rally winter 
morning I went into his room, found 
him dressing and without thinking I 
involuntarily said "Wait Doctor till I 
make a. light." He laughted heartily and 
said "My clear brother you can't make 
a light Tor me." I realized then uh.it it 


meant to be blind. The first thing h 
did on entering his room was to fee 
where the doors, windows, furnitur 
etc., were located. He then needed nc 
further assistance. He rarely even los 
the points of the compass. In driving 
he noted every turn and could almos 
in variably tell whether he was going 
north, east, west or south. Dr. Mil- 
burn was 


An Inveterate Smoker. 


Some people have said that when met 
become blind they lose the desire to 
smoke. Not so with the blind preacher 
He smoked all the 
time 
when no 


speaking or sleeping. He had a half- 
dozen Meerschaum 
pipes 
and kept 


them all constantly in commission. He 
had a-pipe bag and plenty of tobacco 
When one pipe was unloaded he took 
the next one in its order so as to have 
constantly a cool pipe. But he never 
((nit smoking except to eat, sleep or 
speak. In traveling he 
was always 


found in the smoking room full of good 
cheer and smoke and stories. 


He came to lecture at Bloomington. 


His subject was 
"What a Blind Man Saw in Paris.' 
lis descriptions were so vivid, his por- 
traiture so real that it amounted al- 
most to the miraculous. Many persons 
who had been in Paris and were famil- 
iar with the scenes described bore tes- 
timony that a finer, nor more accurate 
description could be given. Dr. Mil- 
burn's 


Voice was a Revelation. 


His language was classic. Each word 
and sentence was as though it had 
been chiseled out of pure marble by an 
old master. 


He, therefore, chained his audiences 


with the magic 
of 
his 
eloquence. 


Whether in sermon or lecture he de- 
livered his message with such sweet 
and persuasive power that every hear- 
er felt the charm of a pure and holy 
life around' him when the speaker had 
gone. 


Perhaps 


His Greatest Fame 


rested upon his service as chaplain of 
the two houses of congress. When a 
young man he ministered to the house 
for a number of years. Then after a. 
considerable interval he was again the 
spiritual adviser of the law makers of 
the lower- house. There was great per- 
manency in the senate as the term was 
continuous. Some whore in the '90's 
Dr. Milburn became chaplain of the 
IT. S. senate and remained so until his 
death a few days ago. There may be

In the matter of the Application of 


William Tribblo for Pardon or Com- 
mutation of Sentence. 
The board of pardons submit the fol- 


lowing recommendation: 


At the January term, 390], of the 


County Court of Morgan county, Judge 
Charles A. Barnes presiding, petitioner- 
was convicted under an indictment 
charging him with having received ten 
dollars to influence his vote at the elec- 
tion held in November, 1900. 


The penalty inflicted was imprison- 


ment for thice months and dlsfran- 
thisement for five years. 


Petitioner has served his term of im- 


prisonment, and now asks a pardon anj 
to be restored to citizenship. 


The right of suffrage is the most 


sacred of any conferred upon the citi- 
zen. It lies at the very foundation of 
our government. In this state, it has al- 
ways been held so high that one con- 
victed of a felony loses the right un- 
til the same is restored to him by spe- 


< idl act of the executive. A violation 
ot this light—-the making of merchan- 
dise of the citizen's right to its exer- 
cise—Is the beginning of the undermin- 
ing of our form ot government, and 
just and adequate punishment should 
be meted out to those convicted. 


It may seem that the punishment in 


this case is excessive. But punishment 
is visited upon those convicted, not 
only for their crime, but also with a 
view to deter others. The petitioner has 
already served the sentence in jail im- 
posed by the court and he is now mere- 
ly deprived of the right to vote. He 
will not fully understand all this latter 
punishment implies until he practical- 
ly recognizes its loss. When once he 
sees his fenow-crtizens going to the 
polls and exercising the right of suf- 
frage and realizes Lrat by hia own 
abuse of the great privilege, he is de- 
prived of Its exercise, hp will be im- 
pressed with the crime he has com- 
mitted. 


We recommend the denial of the pe- 


tition. 


A bill that will revolutionize the 


school book business in Illinois and 
drive out the so-called school book 
trust and will reduce the cost of books 
to the consumer to a very low mini- 
mum has passed the house and will re- 
ceive more than respectful attention in 
the senate. 


The bill is a copy of the Indiana law 


which such changes as are necessary 
:o meet different conditions. It was in- 
troduced by Homer J. Tice of Menard 
county. 


The bill provides a standard of books, 


a method of distributing them by con- 
ract and fixes the maximum at which 
they shall ba sold. This maximum is 
very low and will result in a saving 
of many thousands dollars to the par- 
ents of this state whose children are in 
the public schools. 


Applies to All Public Schools. 


The bill applies to all fre.e public 


schools of the state outside of Cook 
county and besides reducing the cost 
of education secures 
uniformity of 


>ooks. 


Creates a New Board. 


A school book commission is crea- 


:ed to be composed of five members, 
ncluding the superintendent of public 
nstruction, the president of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and three others to 
e named by the governor and con- 


firmed by the senate. All but the two 
itate officers on the board are to re- 
elve five hundred dollars per annum 
and all are to get their actual ex- 
oenses incurred while attending to the 
luties of the commission. 


Their term of office shall be five 


•ears. Regular meetings shall be held 
emi-annually and 
special meetings 


nay be held as they are needed. The 
ffice of the commission shall be in 
he 
office 
of the superintendent of 


ublic instruction in Springfield; 


Branches for Uniformity. 


No one except the members of the 


commission shall be present at or .cog- 
nizant of any of .the proceedings o£ the 
commission during any time it is in 
session and no member shall give out 
information but after the meeting-, all 
proceedings are to be ma-Je public. 
The commission shall select a uniform 
series of books for use in the public 
schools for the 
foregoing branches, 


spelling, reading, arithmetic, geogra- 
phy, Knglish Grammar, physiology and 
hygiene, history of the United States, 
civil government, elements of alge- 
bra and physical geography, elements 
of neutral philosophy and a 
graded 
series of writing books.

The Standard Works. 


The bill provides 
that all books 


adopted shall equal in contents, bind- 
ing, material and mechanical execution 
the following works: McGuitey's now 
speller, McOuffey's 
readers, White's 


series of arithmetics, Rand & Mc-Nally's 
geographies, Reed and Kellogg gram- 
mars, Barnes' school histories, Steers 
physiology, Thummel's 
civil govern- 


ment, Ray's algebra, Rand & McNally's 
physical geographies, Steels's fourteen 
weeks in philosophy, Bailey's rnenta.1 
arithmetic and the Eclectic writing 
books. No book, however, shall contain 
anything of a partisan 
or sectarian 


character. 


Shall Call For Bids. 


The bill provides how the commis- 


sion shall advertise for bids and what 
those wishing to bid and those who 
receive contra* ts must do. Innumerable 
safeguards are thrown .about the state 
in thrs resoect. Bids are to be received 
first fromjhe publishers of text books 
to furnish oooks for the schools for a 
term-of five years; secondly, bids will 
be received from authors who have 
manuscripts of books not published and 
the prices at which they will sell to the 
state together with 
the copyright; 


thirdly, from persons who are milling 
to undertake the compilation of books 
erther the whole series of any part of 
it and the price at which they will do 
the work. All publishers making bids 
must accompany them 
with 


ed for less money to the people by 
procuring and publishing the manu- 
scripts, they shall do so, advertising for 
proposals for the publication of such 
manuscripts. The state of IlllnolB shall 
not be liable for any sum whatever to 
any contractor, but the contractor must 
receive all his compensation from the 
proceeds of the sale of 'the books. 


When the contract is 
let for th« 
books, the governor 
shall issue hits 


proclamation to that effect. 
Within 


thii-ty days after 
the proclamation 


every school board shall certify to its 
"ounty superintendent the number of 
books required by the children for use 
in its district. The county superinten- 
dent shall make requisition on the su- 
perintendent of public instruction who 
shall in turn make requisition on the 
contractor. Within ninety days after- 
receipt of the order, the contractor 
must ship the books giving the con- 
signee due notice in advance. 
The 


books are to be delivered the the coun- 
.y superintendent. The bill provides the 
.details of packing the books and all 
the minutest instructions as to the 
condition on arrivad are set forth. The 
school boards or trustees shall distri- 
bute the books in a manner fully de- 
tailed by the bill. The trustees shall 
then sell to the patrons of their schools 
the books and receive nothing but 
cash. Provision is made for the pur- 
chase by certain persons of these books 
from the county superintendent under- 
certain exceptional conditions. 


Reports on Sales. 


Every three months the trustees or 


boards are to make report to the coun- 
ty superintendent of the sales, books 
on han'J and return to him all pro- 
ceeds of sales.

perintendent must give a bond equal 
to $100 for each thousand inhabitants

Revision of Books. 


The bill provides that on the oover 


of the adopted books shall be printed 
the price ana local school author!tie! 
are to see that all books purchased by 
pupils contain the'price on the cover 
as directed by The law. The bill pro- 
vides for revision of books. The com- 
mission may engage a competent per- 
son to make the revision and the con- 
tractor shall have six months in which 
to prepare the revised book for the 
market. County superintendents must 
have at least a year's notice that u re- 
vision of a book is to be placed in 
their hands for sale. The bill makes it 
the duty of those handling books -to 
scale down their supplies and requisi- 
tions so that when the revision is ready 
they shall have on hand the minimum 
number of the old books. 


After Five Years' Service. 


After a book has been in use for five 


years the board may propose to the 
contractor a reduction in price in order 
that the book or a revision of it may 
remain inv-the schools for the next five

Every board of education or board of 


trustees may appoint one member who 
shall give bond and who may handl* 
the books, charging not more than 18 
per cent in addition to the contract 
price for his time and services. School 
boards and trustees may also place the 
books on sale with merchants, but tha 
requirements of the act remain binding 
upon the directors or boards and th« 
prices are to be as they are fixed.

MAY Bi NEW GAME LAW. 


Illinois will have a new hunting and 


game law if the legislature takes fav- 
orble action on a Wwhich Is now be- 
fore it. The bill is framed with the in- 
tention of stopping the killing: of game 
for market and provides for the licens- 
ing of all hunters, whether they are 
residents of Illinois or of nelghaermt 
states. 


This license plan wtfl secure a f;Un<S 


for the enforcement of the law, pay 
game wardens, and provide bffds for 
sacking certain districts. The plan, 
compels sportsmen who get the moat', 
benefit from the game piotection to 
pay the sum of $1 a year, but does not 
tax those who are not Interested. Spe- 
cial provision IB also made eo that the 
farmer or his family may hunt on his 
own property without paying the tax. 


The game wardens ale to be employ- 


ed at a regular salary, with necessary 
traveling expenses, and, according to 
the bill they "shall be appointed for 
efficient service only .and without re- 
gard to political influence." 


The wardens are to devote their en» 


tire time to their work, under the di- 
rection of the state game warden, and 
they will also be expected to protect 
the farmers' property from trespassing 
by boys or irresponsible minors who 
go on indiscriminate hunting expedi- 
tions on Saturdays and Sunday. 


The bill is almost a. verbatim copyof^ 


the law in Wisconsin, Minnesota and" 
the Dakotas, and is a measure propos- 
ed as a means of self-defense against 
the laws of these states and Indiana, 
which have made similar provisions, 
applying particularly to hunters from 
Illinois. 


If passed the bill will take the place 


of the present law, which Is considered 
defective. Among the more important 
changes from the old law are the fol- 
lowing- 


Quail are again protected and the 


open season is from November 30 to 
December 20, giving foi ty days iiv each 
year in which they may be killed. 


Prairie chickens are protected fo: 


four years from July 
next, thereby 


making it possible for 
middle am 


southern Illinois to again stock the 
fields and prairies 
with this grand 


bird 


The bill prohlbts the killing of wild 


geese, brandt and ducks for commer- 
cial purposes, the same as the old law 
prohibits the sale 
of 
quail, prairie 


chicken and squirrel and also limits 
the number of game birds that one 
person may kill in one day to fifty 
ducks and twenty-five snipe or quail.

The proposal to use the automatic 


stop as a check upon engineers who 
play fast and loose with block signals 
is evidently gaming ground. In a re- 
cent report of the 
Illinois Railroad 


Commission, there are given some sta- 
tistics of derailments at interlocking 
grade crossings of railways in the state 
of Illinois for the past year, from which 
it appear that while out of a total 
of 197 derailments only 7 were due to 
defective interlocking functions (in- 
cluding defects caused by snow, ice, 
etc ), and that 27 were due to defective 
track or rolling stock, no less than 138 
derailments were due to trains run- 
ning against signals With such an or 
dinary result of thear investigation 
before them, there was only one thing 
for the Commissioners to do, and that 
was to recommend the use of an au- 
tomatic stop, acting directly upon" the 
engine The attitude of the engineer to 
any signal System should be one of 
absolute obedience, first, last and all 
the time. From the very moment when 
he begins to interpret block signals 
to suit his own particular Judgment of 
the situation, the system loses its value 
and In some cases may become worse 
than useless.

PLANS FOR IMPROVEMENTS 


New Buildings, Etc., for the State Fai 


Grounds. 
Plans for the new dairy building, th 
steel coverings for the walks and fo 
extensions to the present covering be 
tween the machinery hall and the dom 
building have been prepared and the 
are on exhibition in the office of th 
secretary of the state board of agricul 
ture. The plans have been made b 
Reeves & Bailie, of Peoria. The firs 
is the dairly building. It is to" be 16 
by 64 feet, two stories in height. Th 
structure is plain. One each aide of th 
main entrance are two groups of thre 
windows each. 
These 
have circula 
tops and the stone and brick abov 
is set in circular form. Between the 
two sets of windows there is a column 
The entrance Itself is high with por 
tico effect flanked^by graceful columns 
On each side of the vestibules are of 
flees. On the opposite side of the build 
ing there is a similar entrance and or 
each side of its vestibule are the toile 
rooms. The interior of the building is 
one large room for exhibits. The plans, 
for the covered walks include all th 
cement walks leading from the dome 
building to the expobition hall. The 
roof is to be supported by attractive 
steel posts. The 
pavilions 
will be 
twenty feet wide and along the top of 
the roof and along the sides will run 
ornamental iron work. The wide spun 
is across the driveway between the two 
buildings. The 
architect 
has also 


diawn plans for widening the coverec 
roof of the connection between the 
dome and machinery hall. There \vlli 
be additions on each side similar to 
the eves on the main portion of the 
machinery hall annex. This will widen 
the covered exposition space so as to 
do away with a large number of the 
tents which now must be used. 


Test of Steel. 


The new steel trackway on Murray 


street between Boardway and Church 
streets, New York City, was recently 
:ested with a two-horse ashcart with 
a hopper body of sheet iron, the whole 
•veighing 3,700 pounds. Instead of a 
dynamometer a short ice balance was 
used. It was found that the cart was 
started on the steel by a pull of 320 
pounds

wheels

ivhat too wide for the track, so that 
t was difficult to keep them from bind- 
ng on one side or other against the 
flanges of the steel plates. It was 
vhile they were thus bound that a pull 
)f 320 pounds was required to start 
he cart. Later it was found that only 
100 pounds was required. After it had 
gathered way, the cart was kept mov- 
ng by an average pull of 100 pounds.

H is Valuable. A« Food When Properly 


Prepared. 


Cheese is a splendid substitute for 
meat. 


Cheese Fondu. 


The true orthodox fondu is found in 


Switzerland and Is made as follows: 
Allow an egg for each person; add a 
third of their weight in grated cheese 
and half their weight in butter. Some 
deem it an advantage to leave out 
some of the whites. Beat the eggs 
without separating and add the cheese 
and butter and season with salt and 
pepper. Cook until 
It 
thickens and 


pour it Into a deep dish. A little par- 
sley may be added. 


Cheese Soup. 


Take one and one-half cups of flour, 


one pint of rich milk or cieam, four 
tablespoonfals of 
grated 
Parmesan 


cheese and four of butter, two eggs, 
throe quarts of clear 
soup stock or 


broth and cayenne to taste. Rub the 
butter and flour together to a paste, 
add the cheese and milk or cream and 
seasoning; feet over hot water and 
stir until all is mixed to a smootb 
paste; break in the two eggs, mix 
quickly end thoroughly and cook two 
minutes longer; then set aside to cool. 
When coU roll into balls about as 
large as walnuts. Drop these in boiling 
•water and cook gently about five min- 
utes; put them into a soup tureen and 
pour the boiling hot stock over them. 
Serve with finely 
grated Parmesan 


cheese in separate dish. 


Cheese Canapes. 


Cut some slires of bread quarter of 


an inch thick; trim off the crusts and 
then cut the slices into strips one 
inch wide and three inches long. Fry 
them quickly in deep hot fat until they 
are a delicate brown; while hot sprin- 
kle them with a little giatod cheese, 
cayenne pepper and salt. Put them in 
the oven and serve as soon as thf» 
cheese is melted. Garnish with finely 
chopped paisley or shred a fillet of 
anchovy and decorate the top of can- 
apes with the strips. 


Cheese Pudding. 


Take one cupful 
of tine chopped 


cheese, one cup of bread crumbs, one 
tup of milk, one egg, one level Uible- 
spoonfvl of butter, half a teiiHpoonful 
of 
salt 
and 
diy 
rniiHtaicl 


mixed, and a dash of cayenne. Arrange 
the cheese and bread crumbs in a 
baking didh in alternate layeis. Beat 
the egg and add to 
the milk with 


seasoning and pour over these; dot 
the butter over the top. Let the dish 
stand a few minutes to soften the 
bread, then put in a good oven and 
bake fifteen minutes until the top is 
firm like a custard.'Serve hot. 


Baked Cheese Omelet. 


Cut some strops of good i n n cheese1 


about a quarter of an inch thick; ar- 
range then around the side of a but- 
tered baking dish and cover the bot- 
tom of the dish with sifted broun- 
eJ bread crumbs, place thin slices of 
chfese over this and then four eggs, 
taking care not to break the latter; 
dust with salt and pepper; then add 
another 1-iyer of 
grated 
cheese ancJ 


cover with the browned breadcrumbs. 
Place a few lumps of butter on top 
and place the dish in the oven until 
the eggs are quite firm, but not hard; 
•erve as hot as possible. 


"Strohl" Cheese. 


Put six ounces of buttei, six ounces 


of flour, six ounces of grated Parme- 
san cheese and a d.ish of cayenne in 
a bowl and rub together until smooth; 
then add the yolks of thrpp eggs and a 
tabespoonf ul of good crearn and \\ ork 
all well togc-ther. Roll this paste out 
very thin, cut into strips about live 
inches long, place on a baking sheet 
or tin and bakp in a <iuick oven until 
light and diy. Place on a folded nap- 
kin and servp. 


Cheese Puffs. 


Put two tablespoonfuls of buttor and 


a cup of water in a sauce pan over the 
fire. Mix four table-spoonful of flour 
and four of grated < hcese, half a teas- 
spoonful of salt and pinch of cayenne 
together and \vhen the water bolls 
stir In this mixture, stirrfng lapidly all 
the time. Cook three minutes and then 
remove from the fire to cool. When 
cold add two eggs, one at a time and 
unbeaten. Beat the batter vigorously 
for five minutes. Drop by teaspoonfuls 
onto a buttered 
baking pan leaving 


considerable fcpace between each puff 
as they increase considerably in bulk. 
Bake in a moderately hot oven from 
twenty to twenty-five minutes. Serve 
hot.
